FATHER’S DAY 

Thinking of Father's Day 
brings back fond memories of my 
own father, and I have discovered 
that good fathers never really 
leave us. My father is very close 
to me now and he departed from 
this earth more than 35 years 
ago. What a role model for the 
young fathers of today! One of my 
first memories of my father was 
when I would go down to the barn 
to meet him so I could walk back 
to the house with him for dinner 
at noon — hand in hand.
